Let me take you backstage. 


Making a comic book usually 
involves a fairly small number of 
creative people. Your average 
comic has a regular team of one 
writer, an artist or two, a letterer and 
colorist who produce issue after 
issue. 


Goofy Adventures isn't like that. 
It's designed to showcase a lot of 
different people. So filling out an 
issue means that the editor (me) 
constantly calls cartoonists to try 
their hands at the Goof. 


The process starts with the writer. 
I send each writer guidelines; they 
explain that the book stars Goofy as 
famous people in unspeakably 
warped versions of history and 
literature. 


Then the writer and I talk. He 
says, "| want to do Goofy the Hun," 
or some such. 


A lot of these proposals get re- 
jected. We can't show Goofy as 
someone living or even recently 
dead, because we don't want to hurt 
that person or his loved ones. (More 
than one writer has proposed Goofy 
Presley, only to be turned down.) 
We can't do someone who would 
offend our readership. (Goofy Hitler 
is strictly out). We won't do 
someone who's not well known to 
most of our readers. (Goofy 
Lindbergh is much better than Goofy 
Bleriot.) 


If the writer's choice of character 
works, then I ask him what he'll do 
with the character. Joshua 
Quagmire once sent a two-line de- 
scription: "Goofy plays both Orville 
& Wilbur (or it could be Goofy and 
Mickey) . . . They're attempting to 
invent the McCormick Reaper, but it 
keeps taking off." From such 
humble beginnings grew last issue's 
"The Goof Brothers at Kitty Hawk." 


At that point, the writer may send 
a typewritten plot. If the story is 
meant to be short--a page or two- 
then the writer can go directly to 
script without a written plot. 


If the plot's OK, then the writer 
goes to script; and if the script's OK, I 
send it to a penciler. 


We usually pick a penciler by 
having him do sample drawings of 
Goofy and Mickey. If they're good, 
we give him an assignment. That's 
how we chose Mike Sosnowski, 
who's doing the upcoming "Goofy 
William Tell." 


Some pencilers, though, have 
drawn Disney characters for years. 
Rick Hoover, who did last issue's 
"Goofy Peary Discovers the North 
Pole," and Hector Saavedra, who 
drew this issue's "Alexander the 
Goof,” are Disney pros who needed 
no tryout. 


After the penciler turns in his 
work, it gets lettered. Sometimes 
the penciler does his own lettering; 
Rick Hoover is one example. More 
often, the story is lettered by 
someone else, like “Alexander the 
Goof," lettered by Bobbi Weiss. 


When the lettering comes back, 
the art goes to the inker. Some 
pencilers ink their own work, but 
most stories go to others. Like the 
pencilers, some inkers do samples 
before they're hired; others, like 
Nestor Torreiro of "Alexander the 
Goof,” are Disney veterans. 


After the inker's finished, | send a 
copy of the story to a colorist. 
Colorists include issue 1's Tom Luth 
and Janice Cohen, and issue 2's 
Michele Wolfman and Jo Meugniot. 


There's much more, but that's the 
gist. Juggling several different 
writers, artists and other folks may 
make Goofy Adventures a bit more 
chaotic than other books, but as 
Fearless Leader (a.k.a. Editor-in- 
Chief Len Wein) says, "If it were 
easy, anyone could do it."

Just a quick note for those who 
missed our first issues: send us your 
nominations for people whom Goofy 
should portray! If a person gets 
enough votes, we'll see what we can 


do about running an appropriate 
parody of him.
